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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest a device having all of the limitations of claim 1 . Athletic 
training devices including sensors are well known. It is also well known to use sensors 
to measure a reaction time. However, claim 1 recites three specific sensors for making 
three specific measurements, and a control system which measures two specific 
elapsed times of particular use in measuring a football lineman's reaction time to the 
hike of the bal. While language such as "for signaling" could be interpreted in isolation 
as functional language which describes the intended purpose of the device, lines 9-14 
of claim 1 clearly recite that the control system measures a first elapsed time and a 
second elapsed time as determined by signals of the three sensor pads . Viewing the 
claim as a whole, it is clear that the signals generated by the sensor pads and the time 
intervals are positive limitations to the claim, which must be read into the claim. The 
prior art does not suggest a device having these features. As a result, claim 1 , and all 
claims dependent therefrom, are allowed.
